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BLACK PANTHER PARTY FOR SELF DEFENSE 



Background 



The Black Panther Party for Self Defense was informally 
organized in the Fall of 1966 at Oakland, California, as a 
militant black nationalist youth organization* The group was 
stimulated by the Lowndes County, Alabama, Freedom Party 
organized by Stokely Carmichael, former national chairman of 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, and has 
approximately 20 to 30 members. The leader of the organization, 
Huey Newton, claims they are "a revolutionary party" and anti- 
white. They advocate arming the black community against 
"white oppressors." 

Activities 

The members of this organization have on several 
occasions appeared in public carrying rifles, shotguns, and 
holstered pistols. However, there* is no evidence that this 
group .has planned or instigated any riots. 
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COMMUNIST PARTY, USA 

Background 

The Communist Party, USA, is nation-wide in scope . 
The Party maintains a National Headquarters at 23 West 26th 
Street, New York City. Gus Hall, the Party's General Secretary 
and its undisputed leader, "estimated" in April, 1967, that 
there were from 10,000 to 12, 000* actual Party members and another 
100,000 who are "state of mind" communists in the United States. 

Activities 

As an organization, the Communist Party, USA, has not 
actively participated in the racial disorders which have plagued 
the Nation. It has generally attempted to capitalize on the 
racial situation by claiming that these disorders are .symptoms 
of the decadence of capitalism and that the solution to the 
whole problem could be solved by a turn to socialism. 

Through its two biweekly news vehicles, "The Worker," 
published on the east coast, and "The Peopled World," published 
on the west coast, the Communist Party, USA, has maintained a 
continuous barrage pf propaganda castigating local, state, and 
national leaders. Its evaluation of every racial disorder has 
v been, without fail, to lay the blame on the policy of the . * 4 , 
government involved, be it local, state, or national. * * **

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MINUTEMEN 

Background 

This group is a highly secret, anticommunist, 
paramilitary organization based in Norborne, Missouri, and 
headed by one Robert DePugh. DePugh boasts of many thousands 
of members, but the actual membership is about 500. Anyone 
mailing in for their literature is usually called a member. 

The group claims that its primary purpose is to 
prepare the membership to overthrow the Government of the 
United States when and in the event the Government is taken 
over by the communists. The group has a penchant for firearms 
and explosives and has conducted many training sessions for 
members in the past, such things as sabotage, care and use of 
small arms, explosives and demolitions and the strategy and 
tactics of guerrilla warfare are taught at these sessions. 

Activities 

Up to this time, this group has generally confined 
itself to self-preparation for the so-called time of a communist 
take over and has not participated in racial strife. Their 
penchant for weapons, coupled with the fact that either DePugh 
or some irresponsible member could easily decide that the 
communists have already taken over, makes this group dangerous 
to the internal security of this country. 
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NATION OF ISLAM 

Background 

The Nation of Islam is an all-Negro, semireligious 
organization which preaches hatred of the white race and 
separation of the races. Organized in Detroit, Michigan, 
in 1930, the Nation of Islam now has its headquarters in 
Chicago, Illinois. It is the largest and best disciplined 
of the Negro nationalist groups, with between 5,000 and 5,500 
members in some 90 "temples" around the United States. 

The Nation of Islam claims it owes no allegiance to 
the United States and advocates Negroes refuse to serve in the 
armed forces. Heavyweight boxer Cassius Clay, a member of the 
Nation of Islam, has been convicted for violation of the 
Selective Service Act for refusing to serve in the Army. 

Activities 

Although it preaches violence toward the white man, 
the Nation of Islam has not been involved as an organization 
in the current riots in the United States. The current leader 
of the Nation of Islam, Elijah Muhammed, knows that participa- 
tion in riots might reduce the amount of dues he bleeds from 
the Nation of Islam membership, thousands of dollars for which 
no one accounts. 
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; NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

Background 

This group was founded in 1949 and is based in 
New York City. It is an anti-Negro, anti-Semitic, and 
neofascist organization. It has 23 members and advocates 
legislation to restrict the benefits of American citizenship 
to mentally and genetically sound members of the Caucasian 
race. 

Activities 

The usual activities of this organization consist 
of private meetings, the counterpicketing of civil rights, 
groups and the distribution of literature of an anti- Jewish, 
anti-Negro nature. 

The National Renaissance Party recently won a 
New York Court of Appeals decision granting them permission 
to hold rallies on public property. Following this decision 
an open rally was held by the National Renaissance Party at 
the Court House in the town of Newburgh, New York, on the 
evening of July 29, 1967. Following the rally, which was 
attended by approximately 75 Negroes as well as 17 National 
Renaissance Party members, Negroes began breaking store 
windows and looting in downtown Newburgh. Observers stated 
that the disturbance was precipitated by inflammatory speeches 
made by National Renaissance Party leaders at the rally. 
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NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLES 1 PARTY 
ALSO XNOWN AS THE .AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 



Background 

The American Nazi Party with its self-styled leader, 
George Lincoln Rockwell, is based in Arlington, Virginia* 
Numbering about 100 members throughout the country, this group 
claims to be a political party which will place Rockwell in 
the Presidency of the United States in 1972. In December of 
1966, Rockwell changed the name of this group to the "National 
Socialist White Peoples 1 Party. 11 

Formed by Rockwell in 1956 as a "national socialist 11 
movement and based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf 
Hitler, Rockwell espouses a "line" of hatred against the Jews 
and Negroes. He hopes to attain power through the votes of 
the millions of people he believes he can convert. 

During 1967, Rockwell was invited to and spoke at 
various colleges and universities throughout the country. He 
received upwards of $100 for each speech; Tha$ coupled with 
small contributions, dues payments and income received from the 
sale of publications, allows him. to spread his venom throughout 
the country. 

This group has small chapters in Arlington, Virginia; 
Chicago, Illinois; Dallas, Texas; Detroit, Michigan; Los Angeles; 
California; and, they are attempting to form a group in Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Activities 



The group headed by Rockwell is quick to seize, on , f 
racial strife as a means to further its aims; thus in 1966/ its 
members interjected themselves into racial strife in Chicago, 
Illinois, and in 1967 six members of this group were ordered to - 
travel to the State of Mississippi to interfere with a civil ' * 
rights march taking; place in that state.

In the early summer of this year and through its hate publica- 
tion, "The Thunderbolt," leaders of the group announced their 
intention of "concentrating 11 on Cleveland, Ohio, as regards the 
Negro-White situation. In Maryland, they continue to hold anti- 
Jewish and anti-Negro rallies outside of Baltimore. 
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ORGANIZATION OF AFRO- AMERICAN UNITY, INC . 



Background 



Formed in June, 1964, by Malcolm X Little, a former 
Nation of Islam officer, the Organization of Afro-American 
Unity, Inc., was to be a militant civil rights action group. 
Little condemned the nonviolent civil rights movement and said 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves. 

Little was assassinated in 1965 and his half sister, 
Ella Collins, took over the group. The organization has about 
20 active members. 

Activity 

This group presently advocates that Negroes obtain 
a social and economic status independent of the white power 
structure. There is no indication it has led or organized, 
any civil disturbances.

The Revolutionary Action Movement was organized in 
1963 by Afro-Americans who support the revolutionary objectives 
of Robert F. Williams. These objectives include a "black" revo- 
lution that would seize power. Robert F. Williams was charged 
with Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution for the crime of kid- 
naping on August 28, 1961. Williams fled to Cuba, where he 
published a newsletter, and then to Communist China, 

The Revolutionary Action Movement began in Detroit, 
Michigan, under the impetus of Don Freeman, who is known as the 
Revolutionary Action Movement's "Black Stalin." The Revolutionary 
Action Movement has no formal headquarters, but has membership 
primar ily in Detroit ; Philadelphia, Pennsy lvania; and, New Y ork

It has formed a front organization for rifle training, the 
Jamaica Rifle and Pistol Club, Inc. Several members of this 
Club were arrested in New York City on June 21, 1967, by local 
authorities for, conspiracy to advocate anarchy .

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SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 

Background < 

The Socialist Workers Party was the first major group 
tcr oppose the Communist Party, USA, for the right to lead an 
American/ communist revolution. It is the largest Trotskyite 
organization in the United States. Factionalism within the 
Socialist, Workers Party itself has spawned other groups, who 
while following the teachings of Trotsky, differ with the 
Socialist/ Workers Party over the means to be utilized in the K 
attainment of a workers 1 world and a classless society* Among 
such offshoots of the Socialist Workers Party are the Johnson- 
Forest Group,/ the Workers World Party, the American Committee 
for the Fourth International, and the Revolutionary Committee of ' 
the Fourth International. The current membership of the Socialist 
Workers Party is approximately 500. 

Activities 

The Socialist Workers Party and its offshoots have not 
directly participated in any of the recent racial disorder. 
Through their official publications, however, they have taken 
advantage of every opportunity to exploit racial unrest for 
propaganda purposes and to expand their 'influence among Negroes. 
They consistently portray the United States Government as 
oppressive and blame the outbreaks of violence on a "sick - * 
society" fostered by capitalism. 
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SOUTHERN CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP CONFERENCE 



Background 



The Southern Christian Leadership Conference was 
created in 1957 for the purpose of organizing a South-wide 
regis ter-and-vote campaign among Negroes. The national 
office is located in Atlanta, Georgia, and Martin Luther King, 
Jr., has been the President since the organization was first 
formed. 

Activities 

King and other leaders of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference have in the past attached great signifi- 
cance to the fact they believe in nonviolence in obtaining 
civil rights; 

In the Summer of 1966, however, King moved the civil 
rights drive from the South to the slums of the North. In 
Chicago, Illinois, his followers demonstrated throughout the 
summer demanding better housing conditions for the Negro. 
These demonstrations caused considerable unrest, and caused 
white extremist groups to counterdemonstrate. 

On June 13, 1967, the Supreme Court of the United States 
upheld a contempt of court citation against Martin Luther King, 
Jr. , and others for violation of a court order banning desegrega- 
tion demonstrations in Birmingham, Alabama, four years before. 
King said the decision would serve "only to create the climate 
for despair, cynicism, and riots." 

At the time of the court order in Birmingham, King 
denounced the order as "unjust" and he could not conscientiously 
obey either "unjust laws" or "the unjust use of the courts," 
and he led the demonstration in defiance of the court. This 
resulted in a five-day jail sentence for King. 

The Supreme Court opinion in this case noted, "respect 
for judicial procedure is a small price to pay for the civilizing 
hand of law, which alone can give abiding meaning to Constitu- 
tional freedom." The Supreme • Court said when King and the others 
"deliberately violated the injunction they expected to go to 
jail," and emphasized that King and the others had two days to 
attempt a court test of the injunction before the march, but 
failed to do so. 

King, has stated that "the image of America", is "the 
image of violence and militarism" and he has strongly urged that 
young men become conscientious objectors in his opposition to 
United States actions in Vietnam. In expressing such ideas, 

DO NOT DESTROY- PENDING LITIGATION 
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King has consistently linked them with civil disobedience. 
"Often an individual has to break a particular law in order 
to obey a higher law," according to King. As one editorial 
writer commented: "It sounds like a noble precept, but it also 
provides a marvelous excuse for law breaking." 

There is no indication this organization has organized 
any rioting. 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 



Background 



The Students for a Democratic Society was, until 
1965, a youth affiliate of the League of Industrial Democracy. 
(The League is the successor to the Inter-Collegiate Socialist 
Society which was founded in 1905 to mobilize college professors 
and students to teach socialism and collective ownership*) 

The Students for a Democratic Society, as it presently 
exists, was actually formed at a convention held in Port Huron, 
Michigan, in June, 1962 * A group of students, who describe 
themselves as "liberals and radicals," attended this founding 
convention and drafted the "Port Huron Statement," the bible 
of the Students for a Democratic Society* This statement covers 
a variety *of subjects including peace, poverty, and civil rights. 

• - . / ^ The preamble to the Students for a Democratic Society 
constitution states "Students for a Democratic Society is an 
association of young people on the left* It seeks to create a 
sustained community of educational and political concern; one 
tiringingAtqget>er* liberals and radicals, activists and scholars, 
students arid faculty. . * .it feels the urgency to put forth a radical 

•'democratic ^program L counterpoised to authoritarian movements, both* 
of communism* 'and tfie domestic Right." During the 1965 Students 
for a ^ Democratic Society National Convention, the preamble was 
amended to-elirainate the words "counterposed to authoritarian 
movements, both^ of communism and the domestic Right." 

The Students for a Democratic Society presently claims 
a membership of 30,000 with 250 chapters, mostly on college 
campuses. Its publication "New Left Notes" on October 7, 1966, 
carried an article admitting that there are some communists in 
the group. This article contains a statement that the Students 
for a Democratic Society welcomes all who seek solutions to the 
problems of our today. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist 
Party, USA, has described the Students for a Democratic Society 
as. part of a "responsible left" which the party has "going for us." 

The students for a Democratic Society is headquartered 
at Chicago* Illinois. During its June, 1967, convention, it 
abolished the office of President and is now led by a National 
Secretary* Jeff Segal, a militant Student for a Democratic 
Society leader, was elected to this position. , 

Activities 

The Students for a Democratic Society is opposed to 
the war in Vietnam and has both organized and participated in

many demonstrations protesting the United States foreign policy . 
It has called for an end to the draft and is attempting to form 
antidraft unions. It is militant in insisting that students 
should take over the campuses . The Students for a Democratic 
Society has established groups to work with and to organize 
the poor in the larger cities. Its officers and publications 
have called for support for the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee and other "militant, radical and revolutionary groups." 
During its June, 1967, convention, the Students for a Democratic 
Society adopted a resolution to, support such groups regardless 
of the group's political ideology. Specifically mentioned were * 1 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 1 and the Revolutionary 
Action Movement. ^

Background 

The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee was 
formed in 1960 in Atlanta, Georgia, as a nonraembership civil 
rights organization* In the past, it has engaged extensively 
in voter registration work in the South, utilizing field workers 
who are paid nominal salaries,

.; In May, 1967, he stepped down as national chairman of the * Student *% 
"Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. The Student Nonviolent" 
* Coordinating Committee then announced that Carmichael* would * 

serve in Washington, D. C. , as a field secretary but so far this ** 
summer, he has not appeared in Washington for any protracted 
period. 

The 26-year-old Carmichael was born in Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, West Indies, but is a United States citizen through 
his father's naturalization. He graduated from Howard 
University with a degree in philosophy. 

Shortly after being elected as national chairman, 
Carmichael began to talk of "black power," which to Carmichael 
signifies "bringing this country to its knees" and "using any 
force necessary" to obtain Negro goals. He maintains that 
"violence is inevitable in the struggle for Negro liberation," 
and he urges Negroes in the United States to prepare for a bloody rev- 
olution. At a rally in Washington, D. C. , in August, 1966, he 
urged his listeners to "burn down this city" if they do not 
get the vote. ^ _ 

In his public appearances — especially -on college 
campuses where he has been a popular and frequent visitor — 
Carmichael has vociferously and bitterly condemned the war in 
Vietnam as "Lyndon Johnson 1 s war," a "white man's war," and an 
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"illegal, immoral war" being fought for racist reasons/" 
He has characterized President^ Johnson as a "buffoon," Secretary 
of State Rusk as a "fool," and Secretary of Defense McNamara as 
a "racist." The only way to stop the war in Vietnam, he claims, 
is for young Americans to say, "to hell with the draft." 

On July 25, 1967, Carmichael arrived in Havana, Cuba, 
by air from Prague, Czechoslovakia, as an observer to the Latin- 
American Solidarity Organization's conference of revolutionary 
forces. The conference of this Havana-based organization, which 
was launched at the close of the communist-dominated Tricontinental 
Congress; held in Havana in early 1966, may well decide to promote 
guerrilla activity and revolution in several countries in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Shortly before Carmichael f s arrival, the Cuban News 
Agency, "Prensa Latina," published an interview with Carmichael 
in London, England, in which he was quoted as saying, "In Newark, 
we are applying the tactics of guerrilla warfare. We are pre- 
paring groups of urban guerrillas for our defense in the cities. 
This struggle is not going to .be a mere street meeting. it is 
going to be a struggle to the death." 

In May, 1967, Hubert Gerold Brown, commonly known as 
H. Rap Brown, replaced Carmichael as national chairman of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committed. Brown was born in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, 23 years ago. Brown had previously been 
a Student Nonviolent C9prdinating Committee staff member in 
Selraa, Alabama, and served as local program director. He has 
been a Student- Nonviolent Coordinating Committee Worker for about 
four years. 

Since becoming national chairman, Brown has been 
traveling around the country making speeches and holding press 
conferences in which he denounces United States policy in Vietnam, 
assails the white man, and calls for "rebellion by any means" 
and "massive civil disobedience." At a press conference in- 
Washington, D. C. , in June, 1967, Brown warned that xf racial 
violence comes to Washington, D. C. , it will be the fault of the 
white community because of the failure of Negroes to get; home 
rule. , , ' , 

In Houston, Texas, on June, 19, 1967, he;gave,a 
lecture on rioting. Brown advocated rioters should first strike 
the downtown business area to draw police concentration^ and then * 
start simultaneous outbreaks in scattered ghetto areas. He also 
indicated rioters should dress like the National Guard, or militia 
so^that when the National Guard or- militia is called in :they will 
not know exactly who is on which side. Brown encouraged -the 
Negroes at this gathering to buy firearms and ammunition. 
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The catalyst effect of Carmichael 1 s and Brown's ' 
speeches is illustrated in the following disturbances: 

Nashville , Tennessee : The racial disorder in 
Nashville began during the early evening of April 8, 1967. 
Stokely Carmichael was in the area at the time and had 
previously spoken on April 6th at Fisk University, the scene 
of the riot. He had also spoken on April 7th at Tennessee 
Agricultural and Industrial College. Nashville newspapers 
had quoted Carmichael as stating he was there to "stir up 
trouble," that the United States was a "savage and barbaric 
country," and that "if everyone doesn't get justice nobody 
will have any peace." He was also quoted as declaring, "if 
we don't get justice we are going to tear this country apart" 
and "we should have been teaming up wittr the Indians to beat 
the hell out 'of the white man." 

Violence erupted in Nashville, Tennessee, on April 8, 
1967, after the operator of a Negro bar near the Fisk University 
campus called police to report a disturbance. About three to 
five minutes after the subject of the disturbance was arrested, 
12 to 15 Negro and white males, reportedly students, appeared 
before the bar and set up a picket line carrying signs pro- 
testing the arrest which had just occurred. Subsequent 
agitation by the pickets and bystanders resulted in violence 
in the area. 

Prattville, Alabama : On June 11, 1967, Stokely 
Carmichael addressed a meeting in Prattville, Alabama, attended 
by approximately 100 Negroes. A white passerby was harassed 
by the audience. Police responded to this complaint and 
recovered two shotguns from Negroes in attendance. When the 
police officers arrived, Carmichael climbed on top of a statioa 
wagon bearing the slogan, "black power," harassed the officers, 
and reportedly incited the crowd. He was, arrested on a 
disorderly conduct charge. 

Subsequently, on the evening of June 11th, two 
Prattville patrol cars reported that they had been fired upon 
by unknown assailants with rifles and shotguns. Police, 
sheriff's deputies, and highway patrolmen responded to a call 
for assistance and blocked of f ' the area. During attempts to 
locate the person responsibile, two police officers and a 
trusty were wounded by a shotgun blast. Ten Negroes were 
arrested as a result of this disorder. Several of these persons, 
were representatives of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee. 
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H. Rap Brown posted bond for Carmichael and all 
the others who had been arrested. On ' Carmichael ' s release, 
June 13th, Brown declared that Alabama was going to be the 
starting point for war in the United States for black people. 

Dayton, Ohio : H. Rap Brown and Willie Ricks, field 
secretary of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee," 
addressed a West Side Job Rally in Dayton on the night of 
June 14, 1967. Some of the statements attributed to Brown at 
the rally were: "the Honkie is your enemy," "how can you be 
nonviolent in America, the most violent country in the world," 
and "I dig going back to Africa but before we do we are going 
to burn this place down." Ricks reportedly stated they were 
in town to "make the white man get down on his knees." He 
also stated "Negroes should arm themselves and be prepared 
to shoot to kill." Ricks advised that orders had been given 
to members of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
to draw blood. 

Following the rally, a disturbance occurred on the 
west side of Dayton in a predominantly Negro neighborhood. It 
began with rock and bottle throwing by Negroes on the night 
of June 14, 1967. Scattered incidents of rock and bottle 
throwing, window breaking and looting occurred on June 15, 1967. 

Atlanta, Georgia: On the night of June 18, 1967, 
Stokely Carmichael and four other members of the Student * 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee appeared at. the Dixie Hill ' 
Shopping Center where a large crowd of curiosity seekers had 
gathered and inquired of a police, official why so many police 
officers, were in the area. When Carmichael was instructed to 
"move on" he started dancing up and down .in front of this 
police official clapping his hands and singing words to the 
effect that if the police officers were not moved out "we> might 
have to riot." When Carmichael and his, four accomplices refused 
orders to "move on" they were arrested. Subsequently, Carmichael 
was released and at a meeting attended by 250 Negroes urged the 
Negroes "to take to the streets and force the police .department ""' 
to work until they fall in their tracks." He also threatened '"*-' 
to shoot a Negro detective if he again appeared in the 1 , 
neighborhood. Following this meeting, the Negroes surged to 
the shopping center where their number swelled to ; about 1,000 
and they threw rocks and bottles at. police officers., - 

Cambridge, Maryland: H. Rap Brown, National 
Chairman of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, spoke' 
to approximately 250 Negroes at a street meeting in Cambridge, 
Maryland, -on the night of July 24, 1967. Among the comments - - 

■Brown made in his address were "It«s time for Cambridge to 
explode— tblack folks built America. .If. -America, don 1 1 come '-- - , 
around, we're going to burn it — you gotta get some guns — in ' -I 

"Plainfield they got 26 automatic weapons and' they stomped a 
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policeman to death, good — you gotta take some stores if you ^ 
have to burn them down to take them — you got to fight the 
white man — Lyndon Johnson is the greatest outlaw going, 
killing black folks here and in Vietnam. He is burning t 
babies and hospitals in Vietnam. He f s doing it,- 'cause Vietcong 
is black — don f t love the white man to death, shoot him to 
death. " 

After Brown f s talk, violence erupted in Cambridge. 
A portion of the Negro section was burned, including the Pine- 
Street Elementary School which Brown had referred to in his 
address by stating, "You should have burned it down before." 

In addition, Stokely Carmichael spoke at the 
following cities: Jackson, Mississippi; Houston, Texas; 
Cincinnati, Ohio; and Minneapolis, Minnesota. Shortly there- 
after, racial violence broke out in these cities.

The magazine, "Sepia," a monthly publication aimed 
at the mass, Negro market, published in Fort Worth, Texas, in 
its issue of April, 1967, contained an article entitled, "Ron 
Karenga arid US," in which it was explained the word, US, was K 
not an abbreviation but literally meant "US - black pe ople." 
The "Sepia" article stated that according td \ \ all 

black people are born members of US; which is " a cultural 
organization if or the purpose of giving .black people a if fame , , 
of reference. The article stated that US has imposed aV*,J ; 
favorable influence on its adherents in* that it has given them 
a feeling of dignity and a sense of race pride. " Teaching is' 
one of the most vital activities of the movement^and classes ~ 
are held in such subjects as African history, VAf ro-American 
history, and Swahili. The article noted that, childrennare 'j 
taught the customs and mariners, physical development and 
geography of the Afro- Americans.

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YOUNG, SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 



Background 

The Young Socialist Alliance is the youth organization 
of the Socialist Workers Party and was created in 1957. This 
group became a national organization after the April, 1960, 
meeting at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, of representatives of 
"Young Socialist" supporter clubs. At this conference, the 
Young Socialist Alliance declared it was in political 
solidarity on principles of revolutionary socialism with the 
Socialist Workers Party. The National Executive Committee of 
the Young Socialist Alliance is composed of members of the 
Socialist Workers Party. The current membership of this 
organization is approximately 250. 

Activities 

Like the Socialist Workers Party and other Trotskyite 
groups, the Young Socialist Alliance has taken full advantage 
of the current racial unrest and r has exploite'd the recent 
disorders for propaganda purposes. There has been no reported 
instance, however, of direct participation of this organization 
in riot activity,. 
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YOUTH AGAINST WAR AND FASCISM 

Background 

.This group was formerly known as the Anti-Fascist 
Youth- Committee* and was established by the Workers World Party 
in 1962* to bring college youth into the periphery of Workers 

* World Party activities and thereby gain recruits for the organ- 
ization. The Workers World Party is a ^splinter group of the 
Socialist Workers Party, cited as a subversive organization 
pursuant tp Executive Order 10450. Youth against, War and* 
Fascism "is a nonmember-type organization and its most recent 

--^principal activities have involved demonstrations against 
united States action in Vietnam. This organization does not 
maintain any formal membership. 

Activities 

This organization has sponsored several demonstrations 
in recent weeks in New York City protesting "police brutality" 
in connection with racial strife in New Jersey. Speakers at 
these demonstrations described the Newark riots as a "justified 
rebellion." A similar demonstration was r recently staged by 
this group in Buffalo, New York, following, a racial distur- 
bance in that city. ■ 
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
